Dental-Survey Of Glades Youngsters 


Proves Teeth Need 


Migrant Committee Is 
Praised For Its Work 


Last week Dr. H. Frank Cox 
completed the two-month den- 
tal health survey among school 
children in Glades schools. More 
than 20 civic and school organ- 
i tions participated in the pro- 
gram under the leadership of 
the Glades Migrant Education 
Advisory Committee, Pellon 
Morris, chairman. 

Dr, Floyd H. amp, Direc- 
tor, State Bureau of Dental 
Health, praised the committe 
for the outstanding work they 
had done in initiating, promo- 

g and organizing the dental 

ith program for the Glades. 

A commended were the 
communities in the area for 
their! support of the project by 
their’ interest and financial as- 
sistance. 

Working a total of 46 days, 
23 working days each at Negro 
and White ‘schools, Dr. Cox's 
examinations disclosed that 86 
Rer cent of those children ex- 
amined needed care of some 
kind. 

Cost of the unit here was 
$11 per day which was borne 

y the civic clubs and individ- 
Uals who sponsored the appear- 
ance of the clinic. 

A case study of the individ- 
ual child's need and his or her 
parent's abality to pay à prac- 
ficing denist was made to de- 
termine which of the youngs- 
ters received corrective work 
from Dr, Cox.

Stern Warnings 


“The number one health prob- 
lem in the Glades schools is 
dental decay, and over 86 per 
cent of the children in the 
Glades need immediate ‘dental 
care,” states Dr. H, Frank Cox, 
Florida State Board of Health 
dentist, 

Besides the startling facts 
contained in the accompanying 
article on the findings of the 
dental unit, Dr. Cox has formu- 
lated this" vital information 
which should be read and stud- 
ied by each child and parent in 
the Glades. 

Frequently dental decay be- 
gins before the child is one 
years old. By the time the child 
is in the first grade, he or she 
usually has five or more de- 
cayed baby teeth. Nearly one 
child in three (in the survey) 
was found to have a draining 
abscess. 

“The first set of teeth should 
be in service from the time the 
child is six months old until he 
is ten years old," Cox said. "We 
found that every other child in 
the first grade has one or more 
decayed permanent teeth. By 
the second grade most of the 
childrerr had more than two 
decayed permanent teeth and 
many had permanent teeth in- 
dicated for extraction. 

“The children not only had 
badly decayed teeth in the first 
and second grades, but frequent- 
ly there was beginning period- 
ontal disease (pyorrhea) be- 
cause of the filthy oral condit- 
ions. The children in the older 
grades were losing their per- 
manent teeth two to four years 
after they first appeared in-the 
mouth."

Council Passes Sewer Ordinance 
Construction Of Systemi Will Begin 
Before June l, Engineers Promise 


Following the public hearing 
Wednesday night on the pro- 
posed sewer charges, the Belle 
Glade City Commission deter- 
mined that no changes were nec- 
essary. Ordinance 978, a 28-page 
document that took 45 minutes 
to read, was then passed, 

The ordinance ordered the 
construction of a sewer system 
and called for the issuance of 
$500,000 in revenue bonds and 
instructed City Attorney Claude 
Jones to proceed with validation 
in Circuit Court. 

One third of the cost of the 
lift station: interceptor mains 
and treatment plant will be paid 
by the government grant which 
was originally $207,556 for the 
city-wide plan,

Principal E.H. Fitz- 
gerald said one class was meet- 
ing in the clinic since there 
were only 22 rooms to take care 
of 925 students. 

Classrooms average over 40 
pupils (The Herald, Feb. 7) with 
a high of 48. 

At East Lake School, Paho- 
kee, a $54,838 project for four 
new classrooms began Dec. 12, 
1957 and a $27,909.66 field 
house project with showers and 
equipment rooms got under way 
Mar. 27 this year. A science 
room is included in the four 
classrooms.

Make Counselor's 


BY GENE DUNCAN 
Assistant Juvenile Counselor 

Our system of Juvenile pro- 
bation is at best a very weak 
system because of the time cl 
| ment. As counselors we are 
pected to counsel the child on 
probation, If this was our only 
duty, then our work would be 
much more effective. However, 
our other duties take up the 
lion's share of our time leaving 
very little for counseling. 

Keeping this in mind, we de- 
cided which cases need the 
counseling most, When a child 
is placed on probation we have 
decided that Ais correction can 
be accomplished at home as well 
as it could be in an institution. 
The first disadvantage to this 
system is that the youngster is 
placed back in the same envir- 
onment with the same associates 
under the same conditions. Hav- 
ing done this we expect the 
child to eliminate anti-social 
acts from his behavior pattern, 
but we have not provided the 
proper setting. Counselling 
would off set this disadvantage 
could it be done to the extent 
felt necessary. 

An experiment is being con- 
ducted with probationers in Pa- 
hokee. If it goes according to 
my expectations, I plan to ins-

jurisdiction. This plan is to meet 
once weekly with the children 
in that town at the High School. 
There we discuss any problems 
that the group may have and 
after dismissal, I talk to any in- 
dividual that may have a prob- 
lem. When there is a lack of 
problems to discuss, short lec- 
tures are, given. The subject 
matter of these lectures is along 
the lines of character guidance. 
This is a start in strengthing 
the meaning of probation and 
in providing definite regular 
contact between the Counselor 
and the Probationer. 

I have started the ball rol- 
ling (slowly to be sure) to get 
the cooperation of Church of- 
ficials. I feel that their men's 
organizations within the church 
can do much to assist me in 
guiding the probationer and to 
help the children avoid further 
difficulty. 

As time goes by we plan to 
set up a similar program for 
returnees from County and 
Institutions. This of course could 
not be set up on a compulsory 
basis, But their attendance to 
counseling sessions would be 
strictly voluntary. 3

When attracted by the rigging light on the front end 
of a dredge I have actually seen them fall and die in such num- 
bers that they would pile inches thick on the deck, and next 
morning would be shoveled off with the coal ffoop. 
Ivan Van Horn, while taking Mr. Harrell and his family 
from South Bay to catch the morning trairi leaving from Moore 
Haven, was overtaken by a swarm of these pests which smoth- 
fred out the lantern hanging in the cabin of his boat. Repeated

bers. x
